Court rejects 
death penalty

Supreme Court today rejected 
an appeal by California from a 
ruling by its own state Supreme

General, Evelle J. Younger, 
argued that the state court did 
not find the death penalty “ cruel 
or unusual” but expressly held it 
“ both cruel and unusual.” 
Younger contended that such 
language brought the opinion 
within the bounds of the 8th 
Amendment 
to 
the 
federal 
constitution and should there­ 
fore be reviewed by the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 
Younger 
argued 
that 
the 
people of California were denied 
their right to “ a republican 
form of government” when the 
state court stepped into an area 
where “ elected representatives 
and executive officers (are)

Perhaps they had in mind the ancient Russian proverb 
that when two elephants fight, the grass suffers most 
In all their toasts, speeches, agreements and other 
exchanges during a long week of intensive negotiation, 
American and Russian leaders underlined their twin 
concerns: That their disagreements would adversely affect 
smaller peoples, and that disputes among smaller peoples 
might drag the two superpowers into a war neither wanted 
The second of their 12 agreed “ basic principles of

KIEV (UPI)—A group of 12 year-old “ young pioneer 
girls gave Pat Nixon an early lunch today—Ukrainian 
borscht and layer cake. 
The first lady dug in and quipped to her entourage, 
“ here’s my lunch.” 
But her Soviet hosts at the Young Pioneers Palace, a 250- 
room complex overlooking the Dnieper River, broke off the 
snack and said, “ Mrs. Nixon, I’m sorry but we have to 
follow our program ” 
Her program, while President Nixon was placing a 
wreath of red roses and white carnations on Kiev's tomb of 
the unknown soldier nearby, included a45 minute stop at the 
palace. 


It was Mrs. Nixon’s last round of activities in the Soviet 
Union before she and the President boarded their jet for a 
flight to Tehran, Itan. 
The “ Young Pioneers” are the rough equilvant of Ameri­ 
ca’s boy and girl scouts, but there is a heavy emphasis on 
communist ideological training. 
Mrs. Nixon visited a room of children aged four to 10 
playing with various toys and then, in a radio room, saw 
about 15 radio call cards from the United States, including 
ones from Houston and Mocksville, S.C. 
A 60-boy choir in blue shorts, white shirts and red 
neckerchiefs, the colors of the pioneers, sang three national 
songs, including the Soviet favorite “ Kalinka.

Blind man to study medicine 


PHILADELPHIA 
(U PI)—David W. Hartman 
heard the same thing over 
and 
over 
again. 
“ It’s 
impossible 
for 
you 
to 
become a doctor—you re 
blind ” 


But 
the 
dream 
of 
becoming a doctor never 
faded. Last week, Hartman 
won his first battle He was 
accepted 
at 
Temple 
University 
School 
of 
Medicine. 


“ I don’t know what kept 
me going, except that I 
believe that somehow, I can 
do it,” he said. 
Hartman, who has been 
blind since the age of eight, 
said 
he 
felt 
psychiatry 
would be his natural field 
because, “ You’ve got to 
understand the handicapped 
before there is any hope for 
psychological impact.” 


Hartman applied at 10 
major 
universities. 
Six 
rejected him despite his Phi 
Beta Kappa standing as a 
biology 
graduate 
at 
Gettysburg College Three 
others gave him interviews, 
but were pessimistic. Only 


Temple 
responded 
favorably. 
Officials at the university 
said they believe he is the 
first blind person admitted 
to a medical school in the 
last 100 years. 
“ I 
talked to them at 
Temple and told them my 
ideas 
about 
medical 
education,” 
he 
said 
“ I 
explained to them that it 
would take a great deal of 
time and that I would need 
help.” 


At Gettysburg, professors 
and 
students 
helped 
Hartman through difficult 
anatomy and other pre-med 
courses. 


“ We dealt mainly with the 
shark and cats in pr^-med 
studies in college,” he said 
“ I used my hands to identify 
the organs the students 
helped me. 


“ I think the anatomy in 
medical 
school 
will 
be 
easier. There will be certain 
parts of the body I can’t 
reach, but I will be able to 
tell where they are from 
reference to other organs. 
Hartman said he didn t 
want to limit himself to 


helping just blind people “ I 
want to study all handicaps 
and work with them. I want 
to 
know 
about 
their 
interaction 
with 
other 
people, and with their fami­ 
lies.” 


Hartman, who was bom 
with poor eyesight, became 
totally blind 15 years ago 
after 
a 
series 
of 
unsuccessful operations. 
He begins his studies at 
Temple in September.

Football season 
still raging in 
Lincoln, Nebraska

LINCOLN, Neb (U P I) 
In Home, much of the daily life revolves around 
the Pope and the Vatican. 
Here in Lincoln, all of it is wrapped up in the University of Nebraska 
football team and nothing else 
Without question, this has to be the football capital of the world 
Where once such cities as South Bend, Ind., Columbus, 0.; Austin, Texas; 
Ann Arbor, Mieh; and Tuscaloosa, Ala., might have felt they were the 
prime symbol of college football everywhere, there can be no possible 
dispute over which city has all the credentials today. 
Lincoln, Nebraska. 
"W ere number one!” "W ere number one!” "W ere number one! 
The football season has been over nearly six months now but nobody 
recognizes that here. 
People regulate their daily habits, their jobs, their vacations and their 
wills by Cornhusker football. They go a step further They regulate their 
love life by it. 
Jim “ P it” Pittenger, a chainsmoking, toothpicking dynamo who is 
Nesbraska’s assistant athletic director and ticket manager as well as the 
closest thing to perpetual motion you'll find, tells of a recent cocktail party 
here where he ran into a couple he had known a long time. 
It is redundant to say they were Nebraska fans because everybody in 
Lincoln is—or else he leaves in a hurry. 
Anyway, the couple at this particular party were not that young They 
weren’t the type you’d think would have any more kids now either. The man 
was 46 and although the woman was some years younger, well, she simply 
didn’t seem the sort to be bearing children anymore. 
But Pittenger couldn’t help noticing she was pregnant 
"Congratulations,” he said to her “ It looks like you’re expecting 
“ Yeah," the husband grumbled at Pittenger “ You and your damn games 
in Hawaii!" 
The Cornhuskers wound up their regular 1971 season by romping over 
Hawaii, 45-3 in Honolulu last December. 
No m atter where you go in Lincoln, you see some evidence of Nebraska’s 
football team, even now when all the football players are back home. 
Nebraska’s school colors are red and white. 
Lincoln looks like somebody bought up all the red paint in the country and 
applied it to everything you can possibly think of and some of those things 
you never would. 
There are red suits, red hats, red shoes, red typewriters, red attache 
cases and red curtains on windows. 
The most important chair in all Lincoln, the one used by athletic director 
and head coach Bob Devaney in his private office, is red. 
Bumper stickers on cars read: "We re number one.” 
You see the same sign everywhere, in stores, hotels, offices, garages and 
on local TV. 
Nebraskans talk about Devaney as if he were some heavensent deity, and 
their football team as if it was appointed by the angels. In 15 years of 
coaching, his teams have won 127 games, lost 28 and tied six. In 10 years at 
Nebraska, he has won 92, lost 18 and tied one. 


He, more than anybody else, generally is credited with molding the 
Cornhuskers into the No. 1 team in the nation and in doing so, the rotund, 57- 
year-old Devaney has wrought a significant change in the lives of people in 
Nebraska. 
“ It has been a tremendous shot in the arm for the state of Nebraska 
insofar as prestige, the human ego and even the economy is concerned,” 
says Don Bryant, the capable, congenial Cornhuskers’ Sports Information 
Director whom everyone calls “ the fat fox.” 
“The difference between being No. 1 and say for example, being No 10, is 
unbelievable. During the season we re swamped with requests for 
information, literature and emblems pertaining to the team. Even now, 
when we re not even playing, a day doesn’t go by when we don’t get calls. 
Nebraska has always had a rich football heritage. Even when we had losing 
teams, we’d average close to 30,000 fans a game; but now it’s fantastic.” 
Last season, the Cornhuskers averaged better than 68,000 tor each home 
game They re in the process of adding 9,000 seats to concrete-saucered Me­ 
morial Stadium and already have had 16,000 applications for those seats. 
It’s no use trying to get a ticket for any Nebraska games this year because 
they re all sold out—the same as they have been the past five years. 
"A season ticket has become a status symbol,” explains Pittenger, who 
was an advance man for the late Dwight Eisenhower during the 1952 
presidential campaign. 
With all this phenomenal success, there’s still one small fly in the 
ointment, however. 
Bob Devaney, who has always given credit to his 10 assistant 
coaches—Tom Osborne, who will succeed him next year; Jim Boss; John 
Melton; Mike Corgan; Warren Powers; Monte Kiffin; Jim Walden; Carl 
Selmer; Bill Myles and Cletus Fischer—has received considerable credit 
himself. 
In Devaney s office there is a handsome gold plaque which was presented 
to him by Richard M Nixon. He has also been honored as Coach of the Year 
by UPI, The Football Writers Association and by the Football News among 
others. 
But he never has been voted coach of the year by his own colleagues, the 
Football Coaches Association of America 
A little thing like that can bother a man a lot

Streams take 


heavy beating

OCEAN riSHINC 
Salmon fishing out of Avila is going into higti gear most 
days. The take however, varies. Heavy seas often arrive 
from nowhere and put a stop to things. 
Kish are running on the large size, with plenty in the 20- 
pound class. Weather has been the predominant factor. One 
day last week a boat set out and was back by rnidmorn. 
Heavy seas were responsible, but in the .short time they 
were out, the few that went got fish 
No reports on any salmon bt*ing taken in the Ventura 
area, but Ventura Sports Fishing Landing says that action 
has been good on both top and bottom fish, with some good 
action on black sea bass. This organization is now building a 
75-foot boat, with the half day trade in view. This craft 
should be running in the near future. 
FRESHWATER FISHING 
Last weekend saw all streams and lakes take a heavy 
beating from the holiday anglers. Most streams that were 
in shape received a planting of trout to take care of the 
holiday rush. Amongst local waters planted were lx)pez 
Lake, Atascadero Lake, Laguna Lake, and Oceano Lagoon. 
With water getting warmer and lower we do not look for 
much more planting in these waters. A 76 degree 
temperature is as high as the DKG will plant trout. 
In the north and east parts of the state, the weather was 
the deciding factor. In most places it was good, especially 
on opening day in the Humboldt region and tributaries of 
Lake 
Almanor. 
Coastal 
salmon 
fishing 
picked 
up 
considerably and are showing up inside Humboldt Bay. 
Fishing was also excellent out of Fort Bragg. 
The Kaweah, Tule and Kern Rivers are mostly cold and 
clear, with water levels dropping fast, and fishing can only 
be called fair to poor. Vacationers should not be in any 
hurry to fish these areas for quite a while, until the waters 
get settled down. Anyplace one goes, the fire hazard is bad, 
with many lakes already only half full. 
A mild storm front with light rain temporarily slowed 
fishing in Lake Nacimiento, according to Dick Kelsey, park 
manager. However, the weather has returned to normal 
and fishing is now in high gear again. 
Largemouth bass stole the show from the scrappy white 
bass for the first time in several weeks. Turbulent weather 
seemed to have less effect on the bronzebacks, and limits 
were common to experienced anglers. The fish are running 
up to Viz pounds, with a few lunkers in the 6 pound class 
being seen. 
White bass have to be worked for, but those who really go 
after them, are catching them on a small silver lure. 
Catfish continue at the best pace of the year with good 
strings coming in from all parts of the lake. Night fishing 
still yields the best results, especially for the big channel 
cats, night crawlers and dead shad still the best baits. 
Crappie are beginning to come back again. They are 
through spawning and should provide good sport from now 
on. As usual, the old time “ Go Getter” is the favorite lure. 
Temperature at the lake is 75 degrees and 70 degrees at a 
10 foot depth, ideal for warm water angling, with best 
action in the shallows morning and evenings. 
Bass and Crappie, with the ever-present blue gill, are 
hitting at Margarita Lake. Catfishing in the evening fair to 
good, some wind in the afternoon roughens up the lake, but 
is calm by evening, and fishing should be good. Water is 
low, may be lower if too much is drawn off. 
With the accessible areas at Lopez gradually being 
absorbed, bank fishing is almost at a standstill, and 
combines with the moss and weed that has been bluetoned, 
the bank angler has no chance. Some bass taken by trolling 
plastic worms in the Wittenburg Arm. A few nice trout 
were caught last week trolling in deep water. 
Cachuma Lake has been giving up some nice trout out of 
the deep water. Planting is over and these fish are no doubt 
a carry over from last year. Bass fishing on the ouiet side. 
Last week saw Piru, and Rose Valley lakes. Upper Sespe 
and Reyes Creek in Ventura County planted with catchable 
rainbows. Water is getting low in these lakes, and do not 
see much more stocking this year. 
HUNTING 
According to the DFG, 84 Tom turkeys were checked in 
at the recent spring turkey hunt. San Luis Obispo County 
hunters accounted for 34 birds, including the second largest 
in the hunt, a 22-pound Tom. The largest was killed in the 
Spencerville Wildlife Area scaling 23 pounds. Hunters 
contacted by the DFG were very enthusiastic over the 
opportunity to hunt the large game birds in the second open 
season in California. Hunters with calls were more 
successful than those without. 
The future of the peregrin falcon has been imperiled by 
the removal — twice within 72 hours of two young peregrine 
falcons from a nest atop Morro Rock. If this practice 
continues, the Director of the DF(J is prepared to go before 
the State Fish and Game Commission to request outlawing 
the possession of falcons in California so that the bird can 
be protected. 
The Morro Bay Aerie, one of the two known active aeries 
in the state, has supporttnl a mating pair of the endangered 
species for many years 
There are an estimated 12 
peregrine falcons in California.

Mrs. Lefkowitz works there as a 
volunteer

tutor.

speaking 
teen-agers 
walked 
into 
room 39 A. Mrs. Lefkowitz wrote on 
the board, “ Buenos dias — good 
morning.” That is where she started 
teaching them, from the beginning. 
One day last week, as that class 
period ended, Rosa Quesada said to 
her, “ Please sign my yearbook.” 
“ I ’m going to sign it in English, so 
you’re going to have to read it in 
English,” 
Mrs. 
Lefkowitz 
said 
smiling. 
“ O k a y ,” 
sa id 
R o sa 
w ith 
comprehension. 
Rosa could not have understood a 
word of the above conversation last 
September. 
Five years ago Principal Charles 
Hurlbut asked, through the Lompoc 
PTA, for community volunteers to 
tutor in the reading program. A 
need was recognized to provide 
individual attention to the poor and 
handicapped 
readers, 
something 
classroom teachers didn’t always 
have tim e to do. 
Mrs. 
Lefkowitz 
volunteered 
During the first four years she, like 


other volunteers, tutored weekly. 
Based on her high school Spanish, 
she began tutoring the few non- 
English 
speaking 
students 
who 
started the reading program each 
year. 
Today 
she 
is 
the 
only 
daily 
volunteer 
working 
and the only 
person who tutors the non-English 
speaking students in the reading 
departm ent. (There are no Spanish 
speaking teachers in the reading 
d ep a rtm en t.) 
“ I have an em pathy for these 
children I feel reading is one of the 
most important things a child can 
learn; you can't do anything without 
being able to read, 
Mrs. Lefkowitz 
gave 
as 
an 
indication 
of 
her 
dedication. 
Em pathy is the appropriate word. 
Her 
class 
curriculum 
is 
not 
underlined with sympathy. 
In the eight months her class has 
been in session, the students have 
gone from a non-English reading 
(and speaking) level to as high as 
the third grade reading level. “ They 
can 
now 
com m unicate 
in 
most 
situations - going to the store, 
getting around the city, making 
friends 
with 
English 
speaking 
children,” said Mrs. Lefkowitz. 
Their 
improvement 
in 
class, 
according to departm ent head Mrs. 
Evans, has been great. 
“ We 
began 
learning 
simple 


pronouns and nouns - me, you, book, 
table, chair. Then we started adding 
v e rb s,” 
Mrs. 
Lefkowitz 
said 
outlining the class work. 
Soon the students began writing 
words and phrases in worksheets. A 
variety of exercises followed - verb 
congregating (I go, I have gone, I 
went, etc.), vocabulary building, 
phonetics. 


The class lessons and many of the 
worksheets were her own creation. 


In 
February 
the 
class 
began 
reading in first and second grade 
readers. Mrs. Lefkowitz employs 
different ways of evaluating their 
comprehension. 


“ Sometimes they read a story and 
answ er 
questions 
in 
w riting. 
Sometimes they read in English and 
sum m arize the story in Spanish to 
m e,” she said. 


A week consists of four days of 
lessons and a test on Friday. “ They 
are bright children. Their progress 
has been good. I am very proud of 
them ,” she said. 


Mrs. Lefkowitz has learned that 
these now bi-lingual students are 
intelligent although they often do 
not com pete or volunteer answers in 
other classes.

A pool hall is not a family billiard parlor Persons under 18 years of age 
are not allowed in the former. Pool halls sell beer and wine and discourage 
intrusions by women. 
A pool hall is really a club for men only, a place where m en can be men 
Family billiard parlors cater to men and women patronage, of all ages. 
Most billiard parlors do not serve alcohol. They are clean and well lighted, 
censor profanity and rowdy behavior, 
have open curtains, and charge 
women special rates 
Sometim es wallpaper in the w om en's restroom isot a flower m oui. 
Between Santa B arbara and Santa Maria there are five billiard parlors: 
one in Lompoc, one in Santa Maria, and three in the Santa Barbara area. 
One pool hall is in operation. It is on State Street in Santa Barbara 
After locating the billiard establishm ent of your style, walk in. Ask the 
man behind the counter for a “ p o o l’ table. 
Be specific. There are two other types of billiard tables. Caron billiard 
and snooker tables are used by skilled players.

It is as if we 
had launched an Apollo missile to 
the moon every month for the last 
seven years, and everyone of them 
had failed, though they cost a billion 
dollars each and the scientists kept 
telling us that the next one would 
surely work, and the president 
proclaimed 
that 
confidence 
in 
American 
technology 
absolutely 
required that we proceed. 
The reversal of our SST program 
is not unrelated to the national mood 
— that lack of self-confidence which 
is 
the 
principal 
psychological 
hangover from the Vietnam war, 
and I for one wish that we had never 
entered 
Indochina, 
rather 
than 
conduct 
ourselves as 
we 
have 
conducted ourselves there. There

inevitable, that it would have come 
to us via some other instruction, 
some other defeat. Perhaps.

pride why we could not be happy as 
a second class nation. The pride of a 
Swiss is at least the equal of the 
pride of an American. 
But to be an American and a 
second class power means that the 
world will belong to the Soviet 
Union, and in our day, a world that 
is dominated by the Soviet Union 
would be a world intolerably bitter 
to first class spirits. First class 
spirits are those that America has 
uniquely nurtured, with our concern 
for freedom, for the individual, for 
the 
underdog, 
for 
national 
sovereignty. There are those ready 
to give all of that up provided the 
government will send them a check 
every week and pay the medical 
bills and take away H.L. Hunt’s 
money. 
Indeed anything can happen, and a 
lot of it certainly will if the 
McGovern phenomenon goes on. 
And though by orthodox analysis the 
Republicans are entitled to cheer 
every McGovern primary victory as 
edging the incumbent further and 
further along the road to a landslide 
victory, they’d better watch it.

Consumer fraud 


Is there anyone who, at one time 
or another, has not had the feeling 
that he has been “ had?” I doubt it. 
Unfortunately, this feeling is getting 
to be almost a part of life, and many 
people gnash their teeth, tear their 
hair, complain loudly and bitterly to 
a neighbor who adds a list of 
complaints of his own — and feel 
generally frustrated, not knowing 
what to do about the situation. In the 
large 
cities 
there 
are 
several 
consumer 
protection 
groups; 
in 
fact, the City of Los Angeles just 
established a department which 
handles such things. 
There is a consumer advocate 
group with offices in both the Los 
Angeles and San Francisco areas 
which is a bit different than most. It 
is the California Public Interest Law 
Center. It was founded about a year 
ago 
by 
a 
young 
lawyer, 
Ron 
Brutoco, managing editor of the 
UCLA — Alaska Law Review and 
some other law — student friends, 
all scholastically able, to protect 
anyone, 
rich 
or 
poor, 
from 
unfamiliar 
or 
illegal 
consumer 
practices. One hitch in all this is 
that law students may not appear in 
court on behalf of a client so this 


aspect of their work is taken over by 
volunteer attorneys who are also 
interested in working for the good of 
the public. A continuing problem for 
the Center is more requests for 
projects 
to 
be 
tackled 
than 
practicing attorneys to represent 
them in court— and money. The only 
means of support for the Law Center 
is contributions from individuals 
and groups interested in special 
projects. These contributions are 
tax deductible since the Center is a 
non-profit organization. 


Some 
of 
the investigations 
currently under way by the Center 
are concerned with the use of an 
artificial hormone in the fattening 
of cattle and sheep, the safety and 
validity of some of the so-called 
“ organic” 
health 
foods, 
the 
disreputable building practices of 
some So. California home builders, 
and several environmental projects. 
On top of the research required 
for these investigations the Center 
conducts broadcasts on a local FM 
station, fills speaking engagements 
for law, 
business, 
student and 
community groups on consumer 
fraud, has a clearing house for 


complaints and a referral bureau 
and 
trains 
helpers 
for 
these 
services. 
Last year the Center challenged in 
the State Supreme Court, the Public 
Utilities Commission’s decision to 
grant rate increases to F’acific 
Telephone 
and 
Telegraph. 
Mr. 
Brutoco, 
the Center’s executive 
director, 
commented 
that 
“ the 
Court’s 
review 
was 
directly 
triggered by the cavalier attitude of 
the Public Utilities Commission. 
The Court has decided to step in...to 
protect the California consumer.” 
Groups such as the California 
Public Interest Law Center may be 
called idealistic but those who work 
for us believe that “ we do need 
change 
and 
the country is 
in 
transition. 
We 
can 
all 
work 
together, contributing large impact 
and effect. If law students like us 
can do it, so can attorneys. It is up to 
the attorneys to help solve society’s 
problems. Law is the governor of 
social change ”
